Tho county started on a refor- 
estation project several years ago and 
I have over a quarter of a million trees 
in my nurseries ready to plant this fall. 
This would be only a drop in the bvtckot 
in view of the trememdous urea that has 


been denuded, but they should bo used 
for planting at strategic points and wo 
should embark on n definite policy of 
reforestation planting to bo continued 
year after year. Wo ought to expand 
tho operation of our nurseries to^raise 
a tnillion, Or two or throo million trees 
a year, to'continue this planting.
